Two recent ex­ 
amples indicate that the federal of­ 
ficers do not want to 
enforce

law or that they are handicapped by 
the lack of men to 
carry 
oui 
the 
provisions of the Volstead enforce­ 
ment act. 
Not long ago Rush 
county 
and 
Rushville 
officers, 
together 
with 
Hate deputy game and fish wardens, 
found evidence of a still 
being in 
o]>eration in the hills 
of 
Franklin 
county' and brought the alleged op­ 
erator of a still to the Rushville jail. 
The prohibition enforcement depart­ 
ment officers in Indiana were noti­ 
fied and eventually an 
agent 
was 
sent here. 
After being apprised of tile facts, 
lie ordered the alleged Ian 
violator 
released on the theory that 
there 
was not sufficient evidence to con­ 
vict him. This one act alone served 
to cool the ardor of local 
officials 
because they were convinced the man 
under arrest was guilty and that lie 
could be convicted with the evidence 
in their possession. 
This week the 
local 
authorities 
were advised that a still was in o p ­ 
eration iii Richland township. 
Re­ 
membering 
their 
previous 
exper­ 
ience with federal prohibition offic­

Sec. I, There shall be elected by 
the voters of the state a secre­ 
tary, an auditor and a treasur­ 
er of state, said officers, and all 
other 
state officers created by 
the General Assembly and to be
